seeking. That Dove had two victims is 
a new theiry developed by the discovery 
of blood under the cushion of the rear 
seat of the automobile. One theory as 
to how "Dove'' was able to escape with- 
out being seen by men who would re- 
member him in the light of the descrip- 
tion which lias been furnished is that 
"Dove" had in the canvas suit case which 
ho carried another suit of clothes. It is 
now thought he removed his bloodstain- 
ed garment and donned the others, after- 
ward tying his cast-off clothing into a 
bundle'for which search was instituted 
today. 
BATE SHOT TWICE IN THE HEAD,

that two bullets enloml Bate'? head in 
such short siu-eos«ion that their courses 
were nearly identical.

As wns stat- 
cd in tho Journal Saturday, the body 
was found in an automobile by a farmer, 
iienr Lemoiit. The young man was «-n- 
gaged as chauffeur for Daniel Canary. 
He'was sent to take out a man named 
Dove who was at the Auditorium hotel. 
During Friday night-ihc automobile was 
ou the Lemout road leading into Chica- 


Several farmers heard loud talking 


and quarreling and a woman was in the 
party. A man rapped at the door of two 
farm houses and wanted protection, but 
the farmers were afraid it was a scheme 
to rob them and failed to answer. Then 
shots were heard as the automobile rush- 
ed along the road and the 
following 


morning the dead body of young Bate 
was found in the machine, a trail of 
blood marking the course the machine 
had taken. Today the 
Chicago detec- 


tives are working on the theory that-two 
persons were killed.

ed to crawl under the fence, a companion 
holding the wire up. 


DOG STEPS ON TRIGGER. 


Just at this instant the dog came nm 


ning up, stepped on the trigger of tin 
gun, discharged it and the full load o 
shot struck young Weiler directly ove: 
the heart and he was instantly killed, hi; 
breast being terribly lacerated. 


Tho boys with him were greatly ex 


cited nnd as soon as possible ran for as 
sistance. Hundreds of people hurried 
the scene, but physicians said he was be 
yond aid. The body was carried to hi 
home and the grief of his parent; and 
oilier relatives was pitiful.

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IANT TORTOISES 


OF the GALAPAGOS 


By ALBERTA PLATT 


T 


HE picture ot two children rid- 


ing a tortoise is a photograph 
of un actual scene in the ani- 
mal show at the St. Louis fair. 


The show la called an animal school, 
and the animals seem to_take an edu- 
cation better than some school children 
do. You notice the boy who rides be- 
hind upon the big creature does not 
look very comfortable or happy, which 
Is not strange, for It Is difficult for a 
human being to keep his balance upon 
the hard, round back of a tortoise. 
Charles Darwin, the great naturalist, 
tried this kind of locomotion in the 


GALAPAGOS TORTOISE. 


Salapaeos Islands, where the huge tor- 
lotiaa live. He sw's ot th« experience: 


"I fr«Quently got upon their backs. 


Hid th«n on elvrae a few raps upon tin- 
kinder pan of the shell they would rise 
SP and walk away, but I found It very 
Sifflcult to keep my balance." 


Two names, tortoise and turtle, urc 


applied to the same creature. There 
aro many varieties of the family, some 
living on land, others In water. Prop- 
erly speaking, those on land are called 
tortoises, those in the water turtles. 
The animal in the picture is a Galapa- 
gos tortoise. Turtles and tortoises be- 
long to the reptile class. 
They lay 


eggs, which often take two or three 
months to hatch. They are very slow 
and sluggish In their movements and do 
not seem to feel pain like creatures 
\vlth keener, more lively nervous sys- 
tems. 
Scientifically, turtles and tor- 


toises belong to the order called che- 
lonla. 


One of the most charming works for 


young naturalists is Charles Darwin's 
"Voyages of the Eeasle." 
In this he 


tells us how he landed on the coast of 
the Galapagos islands and 
explored 


them.. They belong to the republic of 
Ecuador nnd lie under the eciuator In 
the Pacific ocean, from 500 to 600 miles 
west o£ the mainland. The islands aro 
of volcanic formation, and the part ot 
the sea about them is called Galapagos 
archipelago. 
They are so separated 


from the rest ot the earth that they 
appeared to Darwin to form a little 
world by themselves. Both vegetable 
and animal life is different from that 
elsewhere. 


Queerest o£ all the animal forms, 


however, are tho monster tortoises. 
Some of them are so large It requires 
seven men to lift one of them. 
Since 


Darwin wrote of them so many people 
have gone to hunt them that-they are 
now in danger of becoming extinct, 
which Is a pity. When the famous nat- 
uralist landed on Chatham island, one 
of the largest ot the Galapagos group, 
he was surprised to find broad, well 
beaten tracks from the coast Inland and 
toward the central highlands. He could 
not account for them at flrst, Tor they 
evidently were not made by human 
beings. At length he discovered that 
they were paths made by huge tortoises 
that regularly crawled to drink at the 
fresh water springs. These are situated 
upon lilgh ground inland.

A WOMAN? 


Latest Theory Advanced in 


Regard to Murder of JoHn 


W. Bate Jr., Chauffeur. 


Only One Person With Victim When He Was 


Killed—Two Bullets Entered His Head-- 


Search for the Mysterious "Dove" 


-^ 
Continued By Many Detectives. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Search for 
the 


murderer of John W. Bate, Jr., the 
young chauffeur, who was found dead in 


an automobile near Lemont was continu- 
ed today. The fact that the mysterious 
"Mr. Dove" who ordered the machine 
from the Auditorium 'hotol has not ap 
pcared to aid in solving the problem, 
caused the police to believe that beyong 
doubt the person with the checked .suit 
and the red necktie is the man they are 
seeking. That Dove had two victims is 
a new theiry developed by the discovery 
of blood under the cushion of the rear 
seat of the automobile. One theory as 
to how "Dove" was able to escape with- 
out being seen b^' men who would re- 
member him in the light of the descrip- 
tion which lias been furnished is that 
"Dove'' had in the canvas suit case which 
ho carried another suit of clothes. It is 
now thought he removed his bloodstain- 
ed garment and donned the others, after- 
ward tying his cast-off clothing into a 
bundle for which search was instituted 
today. 
BATE SHOT TWICE IN THE HEAD. 
A 'post mortem examination showed 


that two bullets entered Bate's head in 
such short succession that their courses 
were nearly identical. 
The coroner's 


physician said this indicated the murder- 
er \vas either highly excited or wished to 
make sure of Bate's death. Either one 
of the bullets would have proved fatal. 


Detectives at work on the case have 


abandoned the theory that a double 
murder was committed and are proceed- 
ing on the assumption that Bate's only 
passenger on the fatal trip was the miss- 
ing "Dove." 


DOUBT AS TO WOMAN'S VOICE. 
John Seiler, the farmer who first told 


of hearing a woman's voice raised in dis- 
pute among the angry tones of the men, 
has changed his statement, and now 
thinks there was no woman's voice. John 
W. Bate, father of the murdered man, 
says that his son's voice was high pitch- 
ed and might have been mistaken for a 
woman's in a guarrel. 


'"Dove" is said to have made arrange- 


ments with Chauffeur McKae of Canary's 
garage to go on a night ride to Joliet 
about four weeks ago. McHnc thought 
jie was a race track man. 


WATCH AS WEAPON. 


Upon the fact that the heavy timepiece 


in front of the machine had been wrench- 
ed o/T, another theory is based that in.a 
quarrel Bate might have wrenched tlis 
heavy watch loose and struck his pass- 
enger over the head, stunning "Dove," 


finger prints discovered on the lamp 
could be mode. 


"It any suspects are taken," said Cap- 


tain Evans, "\ve may be enabled to iden- 
tify him by his .fingers." The lamp? on 
the machine wern wind proof and as 
there was oil in them when the vehicle 
was.found it is inferred that the lamp's 
were extinguished by some one after the. 
murder. 


MAY BE MUCH-WANTED "DOVE." 
An escaped prisoner from the Chicago 


house of correction, who has operated as 
a horsethief near Aurora and Clinton, 
111., is said to answer the description of 
"Dove." The fugitive's capture, if ef- 
fected, may throw some light upon the 
identity of the murderer. 


Bate had been shot twice. Two bullets 
were found in his brain, one flattened 
against the other. They had- traveled 
nearly in the same course. This develop- 
ment-explodes any theory that the shoot- 
ing might have been accidental. It also 
lends great weight to the theory that 
Bate was killed deliberately because he 
had knowledge that made him dangerous 
to the slayer. 


QUESTI03STS THAT BAFFLE. 


"With this hypothetical motive estab- 
lished as a basis for their deductions the 
detectives are now confronted by ques- 
tions they find impossible to answer.

LETTER FROM WOMAN, 


Among letters found 'in the dead chauf- 


feur's pocket is said to be one in a wo- 
man's handwriting which contain the 
words, "When I love, I love, and when I 
bate, I hate." One of the letters signed 
by Lila J. Haile, was mailed in Auburn, 
X. Y. Miss Haile, however, is believed 
to be a Chicago girl who was visiting in 
tlie cost. 


"DOVE" POSSIBLY A WOMAN. 


The theory was advanced that the sup- 


posed "Dove" may not have been a man, 
but was a woman in disguise. Edward 
Slavin, telephone operator in the Audi- 
torium hotel who arranged for the rent- 
ing of the machine for "Dove," bears this 
out in a slight degr 
"Dove" was dressed in clothing that 
seemed to be- either too largo or t2iat 
"Dove" did not know how to dress liim- 
selt properly. 


FINGER MAKKS A CLUE. 


C'aptain M. P. Evans, of the bureau of 


identification today visited the garage 
of- the Daniel Canary Autoniibite com- 
pany and examined the machine in which 
Bate Was found dead. One of the brass 
oil lamps'of th<> automobile was-taken by 
Captain Kvans to tin- Harrison street po- 
lice itation where a reproduction oi 


Mystery still surrounds the death oi 


John W. Bate, Jr., son of John-W. Bate, 
superintendent of the Mitchell Motor 
Car Company of this city. As was stat- 
ed in the- Journal Saturday, the. body 
was found in an automobile by a farmer, 
near Lemout. The young man was vin- 
gaged as chauffeur 1'or Daniel Canary. 
He was sent to take out a man named 
Dove who was at the Auditorium hotel. 
During Friday niglibHhe automobile was 
on the Lemont road leading into Chica- 
go. Several farmers heard loud talking 
and quarreling and a woman was in the 
party. A man rapped at the door of two 
farm houses and wanted protection, but 
the farmers were afraid it was a scheme 
to rob them and failed to answer. Then 
shots were heard as the-automobile rush- 
ed along the road and the following 
morning the dead body of young Bate 
was found in the machine, a trail of 
blood marking the course the machine 
had taken. Today the 
Chicago detec 


tives are working on the theory that-two 
persons were killed. 


FATHER AIDS IN SEARCH. 


The father of young Bate, upon being 


informed -of his son's tragic death, im 
mediately left for Chicago and has been 
assisting in the search for the murderer 
of his son, for it is certain lie was mur 
dered in cold blood. While young Bate 
never lived in this city he visited here a. 
number of times. The family lived at 
Chicago, the father having charge of the 
Mitchell Motor Car Co. and going home 
every Saturday night. The young man 
was an enthusiastic automobilist and 
followed the avocation of a chauffeur be- 
cause- he liked it. 


While the detectives have a good des- 


cription of Dove, the passenger, not a 
single clue has been found as ,to his 
whereabouts. They are now looking af- 
ter a second body which they believe is 
secreted somewhere. Instead of Bate 
having been'shot once, it has been dis- 
covered that Jie was shot, twice, both 
times in the back of the head. 


SIGNS .OF SECOND CRIME. 


Indications that Bate was not the only 


victim of-the midnight auto ride were un- 
covered by Coroner's Physician Springer, 
who looked carefully at the blood stains 
on tlie touring car and found under the 
cushion of the tonneau seat just behind 
the driver's post a thick poolof coagu- 
lated blood which he declared could not 
have cornel from the wound in Bate's

There 
were no convulsions] The pupils of tha 
dying man's eyes were dilated. ,The wit- 
ness- asked what Mr'. Parker had taken. 
He heard a voice say ."Don't say any- 
thing" and thought it was a woman's 
voice. There were several persons pres- 
ent. 


Miss Rose Hngerman, stenographer for 


Mr. Parker, testified that she saw noth- 
ing unusual about him that day.

30 Cents a Day. 


MEMBERS DECLARE 


OFFICE USELESS ONE 


Put Ihe Salary so Low Piivposely so 


That It Will bo Abolished.— 


Action Taken by Vdte 


of 15 to 9. 


' U'hirty cents a day is the salary fixed 
by the Eacinc county board-of supervis- 
ors this morning for the office of super- 
visor of assessments, held by Henry J. 
Herzog, of Alt. Pleasant, for the past 
two years. Tbiss practically 
abolishes 


the office, for the reason that no man 
will accept and qualify at such a ridicu- 
lous fee. Au .effort was first made to 
place it at 25 cents, but was lost, and 
then 50 cents, but a motion.of this char- 
acter did not prevail. , 


A hcntcd debate resiilted-and the con- 


clusion arrived at was that the office 
cost, the county $1,100 per year and wus 
practically useless, for the members of. 
the bonrd and the committee on equali- 
zation paid no attention to the report of 
the officer, in fact ignored his figures and 
made up the equalization of taxes to suit 
their own ideas. Under those conditions 
the majority of the board believed it 
best to not have an officer of that nature 
nnd voted the salary so low that no one 
will take it. Arguments were also usec! 
that the board had passed a resolution 
two years ago requesting the legislators 
of^ Racine county to \ise their influence 
to have the law repealed. 


Supervisor Spriggs started 
the 
ball 


rolling which precipitated the agitation 
and argument. He offered the following 
resolution: 


Resolved, That tne compensation of 


supervisor of assessors be and is hereby 
fixed at 
per day, time actually 


spent in transaction of duties of office of 
supervisor of assessors. 


After the resolution was adopted Mr. 


Spriggs moved tuat the blank be filled in 
at 25 cents. 


The question was asked whether the 


board had a right to fix the salary at 
such a figure. 


Chairman Shenkenberg read the law 


which showed that the board could fix 
the compensation at any figure they saw 
fit, so long as it did not exceed .$4 per 
day. 


A vote was taken on the motion of Mr. 


Spriggs and resulted in a tie, 12 and 12, 
so that it WHS lost. 


Supervisor JCelson argued that the of- 


fice was necessary and talked of the good 
tlmt could be done and believed that the 
salary was worth more or that the office 
ought 10 be abolished. 


Sir. Spriggs argued that over $1,100 


had been paid last year for a lot of fig- 
tires that did not amount {o the snap 
of a finger. 


30 CENTS THE COMPENSATION. 
Supervisor Kampni1 moved that the 


blank be filled in with 30 cents per day. 
Mr. Kamper argued that the board had 
passed a resolution in favor of instruct- 
ing the legislators to work for the repeal 
of the law. Last year they had paid 
$000 for a lot of tables for tlic kickers to 
look at and this year the amount would 
be .¥1,100 for these tables. He could see 
no good in the work. It was to have 
covered the mortgages, and lie intimated 
that the supervisor of assessors had in- 
.strutted or advised the local assessors to 
omit mortgages. 


Supervisor Yance did not 
see why 


.there was need of a supervisor of assess- 
on. 


MORTGAGES NOT ASSESSED. 


Chairman Xhenkenberg said that'Mr. 


Herzog had advised local assessors to 
drop assessing mortgages, but that it 
was on the advice of the state board of 
assessors and that he should not be 
blamed 
or criticised for that. In 
his 


opinion the laws on taxation .and every- 
'thing else should be uniform in all states 
•and that it would come to that. 
' 
Supervisor Nelson said that the office 


'had been created and that the salary 
should be something to compensate an 
officer for his services and he moved that 
the blank be tilled with 50 cents a day, 
'but no second was received. 


A vote was taken on the motion of Mr. 


'Kamper to make it 30 cents, and it was 
curried by a vote of 15 to 0. 


OPINION DIFFERS. 


There is a wide difference of opinion 


,as to whether the office is a necessary or 
valuable one. It is claimed that in 
•sonic counties a great deal of good has 
•been accomplished, but 'of course if a 
county boar.d. intentionally ignores the 
.report of a supervisor of assessors, as 
•the Jtncine board has done, it is nonsense 
,to continue the office. There is an im- 
pression that the law will never be r'e- 
'pealed, but that it will be amended so 
.that the state shall appoint an officer 
.and that he shall act independently of a 
county board, both as to figures arid sal- 
ary. 


Mr. Herzog's time as supervisor ex- 


pJrcs this fall ami the xjouuty, board.-wili 


be forced under the law to elect a suc- 
cessor for three years. That 11.0 one can 
be found to accept is certain.

This in the opinion- of the su- 
perintendent, is probably caiised by the 
low wages they are compelled to take for 
teaching. Lust year the average wages 
paid to the female teachers, excluding 
the city of Burlington, was $31.04 per 
month. This year the average is $33.41 
per month. • This is considered, a good 
condition of affairs, still the wages are 
hardly sufficient to cover the expenses 
that a good live teacher ought to expend 
upon the necessaries Of tltc profession. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


Conditions of the school funds were 


given, showing that on June 30, 1903, 
there was on hand $22.437.. The report 
shows there are 7li school districts. in the

ATTENDANCE IRREGULAR. 


The school registers slioiv considerable

This is one of the 
causes thut tend to discourage the older 
pupils. In possibly some cases it is un- 
avoidable, but in the great majority of 
cases it could be provided for with some 
consideration upon the parents. As a

home buildings. A few are modern, but 
on the other hand there are a number of 
I lie old and worn out buildings. He hop- 
i'd they would soon be replaced 
more modern structures.

CHANGING AVOCATIONS. 


Some attention has of late been drawn 


to the feature of men appearing in the 
role of housekeepers. It is confidently 
asserted by the fair ones that man can 
not run a household as he claims he can 
by the application of business principles; 
that the enforcement of the same sort 
of rules applieel in a business office or 
work room to a household in its several 
departments, is utterly impossible 
for 


many excellent reasons. One that house- 
work would not come imSer any working 
set of rules applicable every elay in the 
week, and second that house help are: ex- 
ceedingly touchy and that it will be well 
not to try to enforce office rules. Again 
the various requirements of housework 
with the everlasting variations are such 
that man will find it out of his sphere 
when he tries to conduct a household 
plant. 


But if man cannot conduct a house- 


hold t!iere is nothing to prevent him 
from being admirable house help. Accus- 
tomed to the1 variations 
of 
woman's 


moods all his life and knowing so well 
the feminine peculiarities he would not 
try to enforce union rules in a household, 
though lie certainly would insist upon 
certain' things for his better 
comfort. 


Already in a number of places have me'ii 
turned up for housework and have made 
a success. 
In all the large cities arc 


plenty of men stranded for various rea- 
sons, men who have failed as it were in 
the struggle and with the present great 
scarcity of female house help, from this 
class of men is now being recruited .male 
housemaids and cooks,-as well as second 
girls. London reports no less than 3,000 
men doing houcwork of various kinds 
and giving the very best of satisfaction, 
anel in the, large eastern cities the same 
movement is being noticed.

sal of the movements of the sexes claim- 
ed to be in progress. So that as the wo- 
man gradually forces man out of his job, 
the displaced man as time passe's necessar- 
ily must do srjmeithing and what elsfea.ii 
he do now?

The spreads 
arc usually finished with wide knotted 
cotton fringe. 


The polishing of parquetry 
is made 


easy by the use of a heavy iron block, 
shod with thick felt. This is manipulated 
by means of an ordinary broom handle, 
sliding easily across the floor and quickly 
polishing its waxed surface. 


A u.sefnl cement for earthenware ves- 


sels is found in white lead. Spread it on 
strips of calico and secure with bands of 
twine. This method is only suitable for 
earthenware pans, etc., which are intend- 
ed for service and not for ornament. 


To -remove the smell of cooking pour 


into a pint of boiling water a few drops 
of oil of lavender. Open the window of 
tho room and carry tho basin round a 
few times. In a. few minutes nil odor of 
cooking will have disappeared. 


A little pipe clay dissolved in the water 


used in washing linen saves a great deal 
of labor and soap, and cleans the dirtiest 
linen thoroughly. This method is special- 
ly useful in towns whore outdoor bleach- 
ing is generally an impossibility. 


When dusting use a 
slightly 
damp 


cloth, for it will, gather up and hold the 
'dust far hotter than a dry one. This plan, 
however, .should not be followed in the 
case of black polished furniture, as the 
damp cloth frequently gives it a smeared 
appearance. 


Soiled photographs may be cleaned by 


being sponged witli cold water and dried 
by laying thorn face downwards on a soft 
cloth and pressing the backs with tho. 
palm of the baud. 
Tlie mounts should 


previously be rubbed \vitb the crumb of 
stale bread. 


Candle's burn better and more slowly if 


they have been stored in a dry place six 
or seven weeks before being used. Soap 
will go twice as far if well. dried. 
It 


should be. cut into small blocks and these 
nri'.ingcd in tiers with spnnos between to 
allow them la dry.

A small quantity of ordinary cider vin- 


egar (in. the proportion of 
one ''table-' 


spoonful to a quart) added'to Boston 
baked beans before putting them'in the 
oven will be found to give an improved 
flavor. 


When cooking any 
preparation in 


which milk is seasoned with'salt, do not 
add the salt until the milk leaves off 
boiling, or it will cause the milk to cur- 
dle. It is best to add the salt after the 
milk is taken on" the fire. 


Cranberry Roll.—Cranberry season is 


almost over nnd in a roll they are bet- 
ter than almost any other fashion. Stew 
the berries .a little with some sugar; rol 
the crust rather thin; spread a gooc 
thick layer of the fruit and fold over, 
carefully pinching the corners together, 
Serve with a hard sauce. 


Corn Bread.—Some time ago there 


were a number of requests 
for 
corn 


bread recipes, so I will send one I often 
use. Use a coffee cup for measuring. One 
cup meal, one-half cup flour, one-quarter 
cup sugar, one toaspoonful salt, small 
teaspoouful soda, one cup rich sour milk, 
one egg, well beaten. Egg and milk ad- 
ded last. Bake in moderate 
oven.-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Hailed by a 


military blare oi twenty trumpets the 
bronze statue of "Frederick the 
Great, 


presented to the American people by Em- 
peror William, was unveiled this after- 
noon by the Baroness Spek von Stern- 
burg, the wife o£ the German ambassa- 
dor. The ceremony was marked by great 
military and -official display. The statue 
was presented on behalf of the emperor 
by his personal envoy, the German am- 
bassador, who made iv brief address. The 
president made the chief address of the 
day and accepted the gift on behalf of 
the American people. Remarks 
were 


made by 
Lieut. Gen. Chaffec, chief of 


staff: Major General Gillespie of the gen- 
eral staff, master of ceremonies; Lieut. 
Gen. von Loewcnfeld, one of the special 
commissioners sent to the unveiling by 
the emperor, and Charlemagne Tower,. 
American ambassador to. .Germany. 


Within the gates of the army war col- 


lege ^along the Hue. of-march to the es- 
planade wore stationed the troops in at- 
tendance. 


Early in the day Washington was alive 


with marching troops, and by ] o'clock 
Pennsylvania avenue contained a steady 
stream of carriages filled with diplomats 
and army and navy officers, all movin 
in'the direction of the war college. 


SALUTES TO NOTABLES. 


formed in lines to the west of the old 


main road through the Washington bar- 
racks were all of"the foot troops partici- 
pating in the ceremonies. Two batteries 
of field artillery were stationed in the 
south battery of the-post and, upon the 
arrival at the gates of the several -groups 
fired the prescribed'!salute, Lieut.

dead and Stuart's cavalry is as good, I 
or bad, as lost. For once in his life j 
that brilliant and daring leader of 
horse is of no use to his commander. 
Through some .error of judgment he 
has gone far to the east and has been 
cut oft from communication. For once 
the Army of the Potomac has its eyes 
and its wits at the front when the 
eyes, at least, of the Army of Virginia 
are away to the rear.. At breakfast 
time in Gettysburg, this morn of the 
first of July, Heth's division of A. P. 
Hill's corps of the Army of the South 
comes "bulging" ahead, without the 
accnstomed screen of cavalry skirmish- 
ers, and is brought up standing by the 
challenge of Calef's light guns, plant- 
ed squarely in the middle of the Cash- 
town pike, and the simultaneous up- 
rising of squadron on squadron north" 
and south of the, road—Devin's and 
Gamble's gallant brigades of/.-famous

GIANT TORTOISES 


OF the GALAPAGOS 


By ALBERTA PIATT 


T 


HE picture of two children rid- 


ing a tortoise is a photograph 
of an actual scene In the ani- 
mal show at the St. Louis fair. 


S"he show ia called an animal school, 
and the animals seem to take an edu- 
cation better than some s'chool children 
Uo. You notice the boy who rides be- 
hind upon the big creature does not 
look very comfortable or happy, which 
Is not strange, for it Is difficult Cor a 
human being to keep his balance upon 
the hard, round back of a tortoise. 
Charles Darwin, the great naturalist, 
tried this kind of locomotion in the 


GALAPAGOS TORTOISE. 


Salaparos islands, where the huge tor- 
ioltM live. He Buys of the experience: 


"I frequently got upon their backs, 


tnd then on giving a few raps upon the 
kinder part of the shell they would rise 
Up and walk away, but I found it very 
Difficult to keep my balance." 


Two names, tortoise and turtle, arc 


applied to the same creature. 
There 


are many varieties of the family, som< 
living on land, others In water. Prop 
erly speaking, those on land are called 
tortoises, those In the water turtles 
The animal in the picture Is a Galapa- 
gos tortoise. Turtles and tortoises be- 
long to the reptile class. 
They lay 


eggs, which often take .two or three 
months to hatch. They are very slow 
and sluggish In their movements and do 
not seem to feel pain like creatures 
with keener, more lively nervous sys- 
tems. 
Scientifically, turtles and tor- 


toises belong to the order called che 
Ionia. 


One of the most charming works for 


young naturalists is Charles Darwin's 
"Voyages of the Beagle." 
In this he 


tells us how he landed on the coast of 
the Galapagos islands and explored 
them.. They belong to the republic of 
Ecuador and lie under the equator in 
the Pacific ocean, from 500 to 600 miles 
west of the mainland. The islands are 
of volcanic formation, and the part of 
the sea about them Is called Galapagos 
archipelago. 
They are so separated 


from the rest of the earth that they 
appeared to Darwin to form a little 
world by themselves. Both vegetable 
and animal life is different from that 
elsewhere. 


Queerest of all the animal forms, 


however, are the1 monster tortoises. 
Some of them are so large it requires 
seven men to lift one of them. 
Since 


Darwin wrote of them so many people 
have gone to hunt them that-they are 
now in danger ol becoming extinct, 
which Is a pity. When the famous nat- 
uralist landed on Chatham island, one 
of the largest of the Galapagos group, 
he was surprised to find broad, well 
beaten tracks from the coast inland and 
toward the central highlands. He could 
not account for.them at first, tor they 
evidently were not made by human 
beings. At length he discovered that 
they were paths made by huge tortoises 
that regularly crawled to ilrink at the 
fresh water springs. These are situated 
i 


upon high ground inland.

ABOUT AN INSECT. 


Great herds and droves of tortoises 
ourneyea, caravan-like, to quench their 
hirst at the sweet water springs. When 
t reaches a spring the great creature 
Plunges its head into the water above 
ts eyes and "greedily swallows great 
mouthftils at the rate of about ten a 
minute," says Mr. Darwin. It takes a

The tor- 
olses always travel In two lines, each 
n a different path,'one approaching 
Se springs, the other going uway from 
hem. 
All tortoises are very fond' of

Tortoises sometimes live to be more 
han a hundred. years old. Like the

and when disturbed draws its head and 
feet Inside its shell.

Sink a bottle of champagne Jn the 


ocean right side up, and it will come 
up full of salt water instead of cham- 
pagne.

The pressure of sea water equals about 
one atmosphere for every thirty feet In 
descent.. 'When the bottle ia down 3,000 
feet the pressure is 100 atmospheres, or 
about 1,500 pounds to the Square inch. 
The cork U squeezed together by that 
trsmenaqua force, all the air it con- 
tains ia pressed out, and it becomes 
considerably smaller than the neck ot 
the bottle, thus admitting the salt wa- 
ter.

strange Insect which is found only in 
Hiineji, a pretty little town near the 
center ot Japan.
